It was 
then that Capt. Garrity had his in- 
spiration to wait for Max at the Cen- 
tral Park avenue bridge, and when the 
boy was pulled up it was found that 
not even his feet were wet.

door on progress in holding back de- 
velopment of commercial aviation, 

The committee agreed also upon the 
subcommittee recommendation that a| 
commission of the powers be named to | 
revise rules of warfare governing the. 
yse of aircraft in war, this commission | 


also being empowered to revise rules 


of warfare generally with respect to) 
all new implements of warfare. A 
drafting committee was directed to 
bring in a resolution on this subject. 


Resolution of Committee. 


It was with general regret that the |: 


committee voted to abandon its effort 


|} to limit aircraft in the-adoption of the 


following resolution, slightly modified 
from its original form: 

“The committee is of the opinion 
that it is not at present practicable 
limitations 
upon the numbers or characteristics 
of aircraft, either commercial or mhilli-, 
tary. 

“The committee is of the opinion 
that the use of aircraft in war should 
be covered by the rules of warfare as 
adapted to aircraft by a further con- 
ference which should be held at a 
later date.” 

In discussing the fesotutionn. Mr. 


Schanzer of Italy, who had insisted 


that limitation was possible, yielded to 
the view of the majority, after a brief 
statement urging that the subject he 
taken up again in a future confer- 
ence. 


Balfour Laments Decision. 


Mr. Balfour, stating that it was im. 
possible to resist the practical conclu- 
sions of,the subcommittee, declared it 
to be “ rcgrettable.” 

“But we must accept the facts,” he 
addd, “and leave it to seme future 
time to deal with the subject when the 
technical differentiation between war 
and peace aircraft shall have become 
clearer.” 

Mr. Hughes, the chairman, said he 
thought all felt a deep disappointment 
in being unable to suggert practical 
limitations on the use of aircraft in 
war or on the preparation of aircraft 
for military purposes.

Japan has offered to give up all pub- 
lic properties in Kiau-Chow except a 
few buildings for use of a consulate to 
be established in Tsingtao, market 
structures, etc. Other properties upon 
which the Germans spent millions of 
gold marks and upon which Japan has 
also “expended much are to be turned 
ever to China without cost. 

Japan has also offered to give gratis 
wharves and warehouses, estimated at 
50,000,000 gold marks, claiming only 
indemnification for the cost of perma- 
nent improvements made by Japan. 
She does not ask to have either an 
exclusive or even an !nternational set- 
tlement in Tsingtao; she asks only that 
the port be open, of China’s own ac- 
cord, to foreign commerce, and that 
Japanese traders, some of whom are 
small merchants and cannot speak or 
write either Chinese or English, com- 
municate with the customs administra- 
tion in Japanese.

In diplomatic circles Germany’‘s Invi- 
tation to Cannes and Russia’s jnvita- 
tion to attend the Genoa conference are 
taken to indicate a British victory over 


. the French leaders. In fact, this opin- 


fon is held in certain entente embassies 
representing nations who are no longer 
enthusiastic followers of entente poli- 
cies. Also these entente circles believe 


. that Cannes and not Washington will 


provide the real test of Premier Bri- 


 and’s strength against the British de- 


sires to reconstruct and relieve Ger- 
many and Russia. 

The invitation to Russia ts accepted 
here as an event of the utmost im- 
portanoe to Germany because of the 
universal belief that Germany's future 
lies in the commercial exploitation of 
Russia, which would naturally follow 
a resumption of international rela- 
tions. 


Will Pawn Gold Reserve. 


Vice President Glasenapp of the Ger- 
man Reichsbank today confirmed the 
report concerning a proposed law gov: 
erning the bank's 1,000,000,000 gold

DRIVING MONEY OUT OF 
CHICAGO. 


Three building trades unicns, the bricklayers, 


are reported to be resisting the efforts of the other 
building trades unions to overthrow the: Landis 
award through a general sympathetic strike, de- 
signed to stop all construction fn Chicago. That 
emphasizes the certainty of a battle in which the 
general prosperity of Chicago will be the chief 
loser, but in which the striking unions-will be the 
most direct and immediate Idsers. 3 

The sympathy and support of the public will be 
with these unions which are abiding by their 
pledges under the Landis arbitration and against 
those which are breaking their pledges and at- 
tempting to force honest men out of work. "4 

Theoretically the public will win. In virtually 
every important city in this country where such 
an issue has been joined the workers have been 
shown that coercive methods for limitation of 
building production will not be tolerated. If they 
continue to fight they will be shown the same 
thing here. The whole cause of union labor will 
suffer. Chicago will suffer most of all.

But money 
is not sentimental. It will go where it can make. 
Normal* capital would as soon get 
its returns from an airplane factory in Detroit, gr 
a furniture factory in Portland, Ore., or a southern 
railroad as from a Chicago factory. 

Therefore if building is slowed -down in Chicago 
or made prohibitively expensive, either by, re- 
strictive union rules, or too high wages, or exces: 
sive prices of materials, or excessive rates of in- 
terest on building capital, the money which is seek- 
ing investm*nt in industrial construction will look 
elsewhere for a home. That will not only restrict 
the immediate income of the building trades but 
will restrict the growth of the city and the pros- 
perity of citizens, for years to come. 

That can be avoided if the unions will abide by 
the Landis award and the citizens’ committee will 
then devote itself to corresponding reduction of 


costs of building materials and interest on bullding 


loans.

The coeliac ganglion, or so-called solar 
plexus, belongs to what is called the 
sympathetic nervous system. 

This system of nerves has to do with 
such work as the digesting of food, 
beating of the heart, and distribution 
of blood throughout the body. These 
have be@n called the vegetative functions, 
since they have to do with the “ carrying 
on” of fife. \ 

The sympathetic nerves, in a certain 
sense, are not under the control of the 
will.

OVER SHOP RULES 


Another strike vote is jikely to follow 
recommendations of the six railway 
shop crafts’ committee of 100, which 
convened in Chicago yesterday for ses- 
sions that probably will extend over 
several weeks. 

This, at any rate, is the forecast of 
Union leaders who believe the shop 
rules recently promulgated by the 
United States railroad labor board and 
how being considered by the committee 
Will not be approved. 

There are, in all, 186 shop rules, and 
they are to be studied, rule by rule. 
Those which reduced pay for overtime 
and holiday work are said to be particu- 
larly objectionable to union men. 

The shop crafts last summer voted 
strike as a protest against the 12 
per cent wage reduction of July 1.

been—tied up. For the rest, we don't 
know what will be done yet. There will 
be another meeting of union representa- 
tives tomorrow morning.” 


Personnel of Meet Secret. 


Just what organizations were rep- 
resented at yesterday's meeting was 
not disclosed. It is known, however, 
that the bricklayers, electricians, and 
architectural iron workers, which have 
declared against a strike under any 
conditions, did not participate. 

It was reported that common labor- 
ers have taken their stand with these 
latter unions, whose representatives 
contend there is no good reason why 
they should bolster up the fight of the 
Carpenters’ District council against 
the Landis wage award. ar 

Denies Split in Ranks. 

President Curran of the plumbers’ 
union denied there had been a split 
in the ranks of the Building’ Trades 
council. Failure to authorize the 
threatened walkout at the meeting 
should not be construed, he said, as 
repudiation of last Friday's vote of 
the council In pledging support to any 
union that needed it. Many of those 
in attendance were not empowered to 
act finally for their unions. 

“The term ‘radical’ should not be 
applied to any part of this organtza- 
tion,” he said. “We are all citizens 
of Chicago and we are striving to do 
what is best for all concerned.”
